said not even cigarettes or nylons 
would tempt her If they came from 
the Mack market "It seems Rie 
black market in this war is worse 
than any other sucli organized 
underground we have had in past 
wars," she continued, "I don't believe 
the black market can ever be very 
effectively controlled because un- 
scruplous people will keep it up 
willingly."
